WELLINGTON -- At a time 

when the trend all over the 
world is to closer integration 
of races, the New Zealand 
parliament presents an anom- 
aly. 

The Maoris of New Zealand 
are among the most advanced 
and_best integrated of native 
races in Western civilization. 
Yet they retain separate rep- 
resentation in parliament. And 
parliament has been debating 
a move not only to retain the 
system, but even t@extend it. 

The Maoris are represented 
in the House of _Representa- 
tives of 80. members by four 
Maori MPs, elected on a sep- 
arate roll, The Maori MPs, 
supported by the opposition 
Labor party, h a ve been de- 
manding that a fifth Maori 
“seat.be added, because the 
Maoris are increasing in num- 
bers more rapidly than the 
white population. 


Common Roll © 


The government response 
has been that, far from per- 
petuating the system of sepa- 
rate representation, all Maori 
seats should be abolished and 
the whole population should 
vote on a common roll. How- 
ever, the government has in- 
dicated that it would not take 
an initiative without a clear 
mandate from the Maori 
people, ¢ ‘ 

At present, and for a long 
time past, all four Maori seats 
have been held by the Labor 
party. Government ,speakers 
have been quick to claim that 
this is the reason Labor sup- 
ports proposals for a fifth 
Maori seat.

The Maoris themselves are 
divided on the question, but 
many of them maintain that 
the race still needs its own 
spokesmen in Parliament to 
safeguard specific Maori in- 
terests. 

Attacking suggestions that 
the Maori seats should be 
abolished, a Jeading member 
of the Labor party, N. E. 
Kirk, sgid in parliament that 
the. government wanted to 
mimic the policy of the na- 
“tionalist government in South 
Africa. There the only people 
who represented colored peo- 
ple were whites. 


Opinions on this point vary. 
Some people “maintain that 
just. as many Maoris-as at 
present would get into parlia- 
ment on a common roll. 
Others claim the race would 
critically lack spokesmen in 
parliament. 

One outstanding casé has 
occurred where a. distin- 
guished Maori, Sir James 
Carroll, represented a white 
constituency in parliament for 
many. years, Citizens with 
some degrees of Maori blood 
can choose whether to regis- 
ter on the white or Maori roll.
